Washington, Nov.' 11—(AP)— 


Labor and management—free of 
government curbs after five years 
—held the key to America's econ- 
omic future today as President 
Truman heaped the junk pile with 
wage and price controls. 


Only ceilings on rents, sugar and 


rice survived the chief executive's 
sweeping" decontrol action. 
And 


federal officials termed rent In- 
creases "inevitable." 


In killing- off all other controls 


in a weekend order, Truman said: 


"I am convinced that their furth- 


er continuance would do the na- 
tion's economy more harm than 
good." 


At the same time the chief ex- 


ecutive 
placed "squarely upon 


management and labor" the "re- 
sponsibility" for economic stabil- 
ity. 


His decontrol edict brought im- 


mediate promises from 
industry 


and business leaders that prices 
will be held at reasonable levels— 
after a period of adjustment. 


Labor Holds Silence 


But some of these leaders tem- 


pered their pledges with a big "if" 
—if wage demands don't upset the 
applecart. 


From labor unions, many of 


which already are seeking higher 
pay to offset living cost increases, 
there was nothing but silence on 
the president's action. 


On the coal, steel, auto and sev- 


eral other fronts there is plenty 
of potential trouble if manage- 
ment and labor deadlock as they 
did a few months back. 


While the unions said nothing, 


the United States 
Chamber 
of 


Commerce called on labor to ex- 
ercise "self-restraint" in wage de- 
mands and in the use of the strike 
weapon to enforce wage demands." 


And Robert R. Wason, president 


of the National Association of 
Manufacturers, declared that pric- 
es, after a temporary rise, "will 
be adjusted downward under re- 
stored competitive conditions" un- 
less industry costs'are forced up 
"tyt angther, round. o£ wag-e de- 
mands." 


Lift Scores of Controls 


Mr. Truman's order wiped price 


ceilings off bulding materials as 
well as scores of other items, in- 
cluding clothing, automobiles, fur- 
niture, paper, steel and 
other 


metals. 


Officials of the national housing 


agency, which fought elimination 
of bujlding materials controls, ex- 
pressed doubt that the 510,000 sales 
lid on new homes can be held for 
long, although NHA Chief Wilson 
W, Wyatt has voiced determina- 
tion to do so. 


Privately, aides oi Wyatt said 


it may be necessary to boost the 
ceiling to 512,000. 
And the $80 


rental lid may have to be raised. 


One NHA official told a repor- 


ter, however, that "the only salva- 
tion" of the veterans housing pro- 
gram may be in a "big drive" the 
agency plans to encourage con- 
struction of new homes for rent.

visit by President Truman to the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier end 
national guard flag ceremonies in 
some 45 state capitals gave mar- 
tial color today to the annual ob- 
servance of Armistice day. 


Flanked by army, navy and ma- 


rine honor guards, and a 21-gun 
salute awaiting him, Truman ar- 
ranged to place a wreath on the 
World War I shrine In nearby 
Arlington cemetery at 10 a. m.. 
CST. He planned to speak briefly

afterwards,

Paris, Nov. 11—(AP) — Th 


communists emerged today as th 
strongest party in France's nev 
Fourth Republic, but the outcome 
of yesterday's national election 
seemed unlikely to bring a strictlj 
left-wing government. 


On the basis of incomplete re 


turns from balloting for a na- 
tional assembly, some new coali 
tion appeared probable in place 
of the combine of popular Repub- 
licans (MRP), communists and so- 
cialists which controls the current 
provisional government. 


Prior to the election the Com- 


munist party and the MRP each 
promised i- elected to shut out 
the other from any new cabinet, 
but the election results seemed to 
have made this impossible. 


Bidault Group Ousted 


The communists ousted Presi- 


dent Georges Bidault's MRP from 
the legislative lead, winning back 
the place they took in the second 
election last June 2. 


On the strength of their gains.

communists 170 seats, the MRP 
159, the Socialists 95, the Leftis 
Rally (mainly radical socialists. 
58, the rightist (Republican partj 
of liberty and Gau'list union) 52 
and Independents 48. 


Thus the communists and social- 


ists, provided they could get to- 
gether, would command 265 votes 
while the MR*3 theoretically could 
amass 269 with the radical social- 
ists and rightists, not taking into 
account the predominantly right- 
ist character of many of the inde- 
pendents. 


Absorb Socialist Wing 


Socialist losses were attributed 


largely to absorption of the so- 
cialist left wing into the com- 
munist party, a trend apparent in 
the agricultural west as an in -he 
xvorkers' districts of urban cen- 
ters. 


Communist journals today pro- 


claimed their party's "triumph" 
in bold headlines and declared that 
the party would assume national 
leadership.

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Leaves from an AP War 


Correspondent's Notebook 


BY UAL BOYLE 


New York—(AP)—He was one 


of the "400," not the old "400" oi 
New York society, but of a new, 
tougher "400" made up of Ameri- 
ca's battle elite—the men who liv- 
ed through more than 400 days of 
frontline fighting:. 


He was big and broad-shoulder- 


ed and young, but his stomach 
muscles were going flabby. For 
six months he said the only exer- 
cise he had taken was elbow bend- 
ing. 


"I spent it mostly in places -like 
this," he said flicking his thumb 
at the small crowded bar, a dozy 
spot where tired businessmen take 
a couple of quick ones on the way 
home and playboys and playgirls 
drop fn for an early start on the 
long evening. 
' The whisky had put a quiver in 
his hand and deep circles under his 
watery eyes 
In the unreal t%vi- 
Jight of the bar and face scars left 
by the mortar showed only dimly. 
"I'm a little foggy in the head," 
he said. Some of the fog came 
from the battlefields, and the bar- 
rooms had deepened it. Now he 
lives in that mental "lost world" 
into which many a veteian has re- 
treated—men who spent so much 
courage in war they have none left 
to face the quieter personal battles 
of peace. 
Three years ago today he was 
in North Africa, glad because the 
French had just signed an armis- 
tice with the allies. 
That gave 
him a break after three days' 
fighting. 
"I thought I was a real veter- 
an " he said tonelessly 
If 1 had 


known what was ahead— " 
Then came winter fighting in 
Tunisia, and summer fighting in 
Sicily, more training in England 
and then long summer and longer 
winter fighting from Normandy to 
Germany. 
Friends left 
lying on 
dusty roads, friends dying in rainy 
gullies and snow-covered fields— 
but for him the "million dollar 
wound." the wound that cripples 
but sends you home, came only at 
the very end 
"I got so tued I just walked 
azound standing up hoping I'd get 
it " he said 
"You know what I 
call guys who just got it in Nor- 
mandy" Newcomets' The green 
ones used to come up and ask how 
long I'd been with the outfit They 
felt if one guy had made it they 
might, too " 


A blonde came tn and said 
"hello" to him, but when he start- 
ed toward her she eased quickly 
past him to the end of the bar 
"I got hit three times." he said, 
looking after her moodily. "Once 
a rifle and a couple times mortars 
"The last one finished me 
I 
spent five months in a hospital 
blind. Finally I got one eye back 
I got mixed up m the hospital. My 
memory's all mixed up 


"When I came back to my honie 
town nobody gave a damn about 
me. Just another guy that wore a 
uniform And I kept running into 
jerks my age that never even went 
ovei seas 
"I came here then 
I've tried 
several things but I can't stick 
at them. Silly people giving you 
silly things to do. And I get mad 
when I see all the people living fat 


and easy around me and 
think 
about all the nights I spent in fox- 
holes " 
But he likes the barrooms, be- 
cause theie is a kind of rising ex- 
citement in the clinking glasses 
and girls laughing and 
people 
talking loud and friendly. A gov- 
ernment pension enables nim to 
spend moie evenings at the bar 
than he should 
"I oughtn't to be here " he said. 
"I ought to be doing something, 
but I don't Know a thing i want 
to do. There's something wrong 
with me. I know I'm the one that's 
o'jt- of step ' 
He set his dunk down and said: 
"But you know there's one thing 
I am t sot rv for I'm damn glad 1 
earned a nfle, and I carried it all 
the way '
